A given unit of wheat and corn will 
purchase from 11.39

cent to

of coal, coke, cement, salt, cotton, 
brick, iron, lumber, wool or furni­ 
ture will buy 3.94 per cent to 130 per 
cent more transportation. 
In illustrating Mr.

mony that IOO pounds of wheat in 
1913 would transport 1,110 pounds of 
wheat from Great Bend, Kansas, to 
Kansas 
City,

“Why the sale of wine and beer 
should not be legalized.” 
The United States Is now engaged 
in a great discussion as to the ad­ 
visability of allowing light wines 
and beer to be used in this country. 
Many are trying to amend the Vol­ 
stead Act, to bring the wine and 
beer back. 
Others are trying earn­ 
estly to make the Act so firm and 
strong, that never again may It be 
questioned. 
In the first place, the use of wine 
and beer is gravely harmfull to tho 
health. 
They are 
narcotic 
bever­ 
ages. 
They cause the strength to 
leave even the moderate drinker. 
The alcohol blunts the brain, and 
causes the drinker to lose his gense 
of equalibrium. It eats out the lin­ 
ing of the stomach, 
and 
creates 
such destruction, that it gradually 
poisons the whole system. 
Dr. Hollingsworth, 
of 
Columbia 
University, New York, made tests 
of the “harmless” 2.75 per cent beer, 
and found that on the average, it 
caused 
some impairment on the 
men. 
Of course, the effect varied 
because of the different physiques of 
the men. 
Some of the very strong 
men, could stand much more im­ 
pairment on their systems, than a 
weaker man could. 
Many men have found that even 
a little drinking will give the advan- 
taje for efficiency to the abstainer 
over the drinker. 
The alcohol in the wines and beer 
makes the drinker tempted to take 
another drink. 
The drinker, is not 
so much to blame as the drink. 
Even two or three glasses a day 
make the man or woman gradually 
get the habit. 
History 
has 
proved, 
beyond 
doubt, that wine and beer were in­ 
toxicating, before people discovered 
that 
they 
could 
distill 
it 
into 
whiskey. 
The Bible says, “Wine is a mock­ 
er, strong drink is raging and whoso­ 
ever is deceived 
thereby 
is 
not 
wise.” 
Old Roman and Greek histories 
give accounts of drunkenness, and 
Egyptian 
pictures 
show drunken­ 
ness even before the Bible records. 
There is a splendid article in the 
March American magazine on “Taxi­ 
cab Drivers.” The head of the taxi 
drivers in New- York said that dam­ 
ages against the company had been 
reduced one third since the prohi­ 
bition Amendment has been enforc­ 
ed. 
There are two reasons for this. 
One of them is that the pedestrains 
are not half-drunk, and the other is 
that the taxi-drivers are not able tto 
get the liquor, and so are not driv­ 
ing while intoxicated. Such articles 
prove that we have cleaner, safer 
cities.

“A surety company never writes 
a bond until it is satisfied that 
every moral and financial hazard 
has been eliminated, and even then 
it reinsures a large portion of the 
bond, if the penalty is great, be­ 
cause it is Drudent to do so and be­ 
cause a Federal statute limits it to 
IO per cent of its combined capital 
and surplus on a single risk. 
“The National Underwriter last 
year made the statem ent that in 
1894, when the question of allow­ 
ing several departments of the 
United States Government to ac­ 
cept surety bonds was being agi­ 
tated in Congress, the Secretary of 
the Treasury made a report in 
which he stated that at that time 
the United States Government held 
uncollected and uncollectible judg­ 
ments against personal sureties 
aggregating more than $35,000,000. j 
“lo the light of pure logic he

who buys fire protection takes an 
indefensible position when he signs 
a personal bond. 
But logi- domi­ 
nates us less frequently than the 
obvious. 
“When a friend asks you to sign 
a personal bond, you will be ahead 
of the game if you suggest that hi* 
buy a corporate bond and send you 
the bill for the premium. 
Then 
you will 
have discharged 
your 
obligation to him if any exists, and 
you 
will 
know 
that the 
total 
amount of your liability under any 
circumstances is the cost of the 
premium.” 
Mr. Welton also gives numerous 
examples illustrative of the dan­ 
gers of assuming liability for the 
acts of other people, among them 
the following: 


“Some years ago the treasurer 
I of a western state absconded with 
«something like $400,000 in money 
and securities of the state. 
Here 
is what happened to his ‘personal 
sureties: 
One of them, in Aber­ 
deen, S. D., was ruined; another in 
Redfield, S. D., lost all Le had and 
left the country! a third man, a 
judge, lost all he had and resigned 
from the bench. Two other men in 
Aberdeen lost $10,000 each. 
“It 
has been stated that 
the 
j worry and trouble growing out of 
the affair was responsible for the 
death of the man who was then 
Governor of the state. He 
lost 
everything he had including his 
homestead; and several years after 
his death the legislature gave the 
■ homestead back to the widow. 
“It 
is conservatively estimated 
that 20 families in South Dakota 
were wrecked in one way or an­ 
other from the personal surety 
losses growing out of that bond.” 
“Many men,” Mr. Welton says, 
“sign bonds simply as a m atter of 
form. 
Unthinkingly 
they often 
assume a total liability far beyond 
their resources. 
For instance, the 
president of a bank in Wisconsin 
has signed 19 bonds aggregating 
liability of $97,700; the cashier has 
signed 18 bonds with aggregate 
‘iability of $106,200. The Register 
of Probate in that county has 
made the statement that, although 
these men are moderately well-to- 
do, each has assumed liability very 
much beyond his total resources. 
“Recently, I ran across the case 
I of the cashier of another bank in 
Wisconsin, who has signed Per­ 
sonal bonds aggregating $10,000. 
He is a young man just recently

000 less during the first eight months ;

have been if rate levels had rem ain­ 
ed unchanged, according to statisti­ 
cal complications made yesterday by 
the bureau 
of 
railway 
economics. 
The bureau also declared that had 
1 ates remained unchanged from the 
levels of 1922, which were lower than 
those of 1921, in a number of par­ 
ticulars, the freight bill of the coun­ 
try for the first eight months of 1922 
would have been $282,750,000 greater. 
The savings resulted chiefly from 
reductions in the ranks on agricul­ 
tural products and from the general 
reduction of ten per cent made in all 
rates on July I, 1922. .

In the livestock sections we 
seldom hear of an over-production 
of alfalfa or clover. In all sections 
of the country we are importing 
either food or feed that we ought 
to be raising at home.

HEN one has strained hodey 
in any amount it may be 
used very profitably in place of 
sugar.

Soft Honey Cake.—Add a scant 
teaspoonful of soda to five table­ 
spoonfuls of bolling water, fill the 
cup with extracted honey.

teaspoonful of ginger; stir and mix 
well and bake in a sheet in a very 
slow oven. 
Honey Cookies.—Take a quart of 
honey, one cupful of sugar, one 
cupful of melted butter, one tea­ 
spoonful of soda, one-half cupful 
of boiling water, one teaspoonful 
of ginger and one-half teasi>oonfui 
of grated nutmeg. 
Mix well, add­ 
ing flour to roll. 
Cut Into thin 
cookies and bake in a moderate 
oven. 
Honey Tea Cake.—To one cupful 
of honey add one-half cupful of 
sour cream, two eggs, one-half cup­ 
ful of butter, one-half teaspoonful 
of soda and one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar. 
Bake in a sheet 
in a moderate oven 30 minutes. 
Oberlin 
Honey-Fruit 
Cake.— 
Take one-half cupful of. butter, 
three-fourths of a cupful of honey, 
one-third cupful of apple Jelly, two 
eggs well beaten, one teaspoonful 
of soda, one teaspoonful each of 
cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg, one 
cupful each of raisins and currants. 
Warm the butter, honey and jelly 
slightly, add the eggs and the soda 
dissolved in a tablespoonful of hot 
water, add spices and enough flour 
to make a stiff batter, add the fruit 
dredged with flour and bake in a 
slow oven. 
Keep in a covered Jar 
for several weeks before using. 
_ Honey Jumbles.—Be sure to mix 
well together two cupfuls of honey, 
me cupful of butter and four eggs, 
tdd one cupful of buttermilk and a 
quart of flour, beat well, add one 
teaspoonful of soda.

is thick no more flour need be 
added; the cake should be baked 
rather 
slowly.

17.—The 
Oklahoma farmer, his back bent un­ 
der a heavy burden of mortage and 
debt, is hoping for relief through re­ 
duced freight charges, C. H. Hyde, of 
Alma, Okla., vice president of the 
Oklahoma Farmers Union testified 
here yesterday in the Middlewestern 
grain rate hearing. 
Among other factors in the pres­ 
ent agricultural depression, Mr. Hyde 
said, was the larger charge by the 
railroads for hauling 
wheat 
than 
when wheat was

high. 
Countj- treasurers in Oklahoma, ac­

were twice as many farms advertised 
for sale because of delinquent taxes 
now as there were in 1919. 
There 
were more farm foreclosures in the 
first ten months of this year than in 
all of 1919, the witness continued and 
farm houses and barns were in need 
of paint and repairs.

tion as being “a preparation for com­ 
plete living.” 
Examining this 
“pre­ 
paration” from a commercial stand­ 
point, I want 
submit some facts 
I that bear out the idea that an educa­ 
tion pays. 
Statistics show" that the 
illiterate and unskilled laborer will 
make' $18,000 within the space of 
forty years, or from the age of 20 to 
50. 
The same statistics show that 
after a man has gone through a good 
four year, first class high school, he 
will make in the same space of tigne 
$40,000. 
This makes a difference of 
$22,000 In favor of the high school 
educated man. To complete the high 
school from first primary through the 
twelfth grade 
requires 
the boy to 
have attended 2,200 days of school. 
If this number be divided into $22,000 
(the net gain in income of the high 
school educated over the Illiterate 
man), we find the number contained 
ten times, 
thus- 
showing

school day is worth $10 in after life 
to ersry boy who attends school that 
length of time. 
But this Is simply 
discussing the importance of an edu­ 
cation from a commercial standpoint 
only. 
“Who’s Who” in its statistical cal­ 
culations makes a graphical repre­ 
sentation of the importance of acquir­ 
ing an education from another point 
of view*. 
It tells us that if we repre­ 
sent the illiterate’s chances for suc­ 
cess in life by a line, we can use 
one l-80th of an inch long, or equal 
to the thickness of a U. S. postal 
card. Then, since the individual who 
completes the common school course 
or the eighth grade has SO times bet­ 
ter chance for success in life than 
does the illiterate individual, the line, 
therefore, representing his chances 
for success in life is one inch long. 
The person 
who 
completes a four 
year high 
school 
course 
has his 
chances for success In life represent­ 
ed by a line 22 inches long. And for 
the boy who completes a four year 
college or university course, the line 
representing his chances for success 
In life is 216 inches long, or 18 feet. 
Thus we have the common 'school 
graduate 
who 
has 
80 
times the 
chance for success in life that the 
common school graduate has, or 1,760 
times the chances for success in life 
that the illiterate man has. The col­ 
lege or university graduate has prac­ 
tically ten times the chances for suc­ 
cess in life that 
the 
high 
school 
graduate has; over 
200 
times 
the 
chances for success in life that the 
eighth grade graduate has, and 17,000 
times the chance for success in life 
that the illiterate man has. 
These 
points have been very carefully work­ 
ed out in a statistical way and prove 
the real value of an education.

After declaring that the people of 
the United States are progressing to-j 
ward a fuller realization of the obli­ 
gations of the national citizenship, 
but do not yet meet their national re­ 
sponsibilities to perfection, General 
Pershing’s statem ent continued: 
“It is here that education has its 
greatest 
opportunity 
for 
achieve-( 
ment. 
W hat can education 
do 
to 
make sure that when young men and 
women enter upon citizenship they, 
are as eager to assume the response j 
bilities as they are to enjoy the priv­ 
ilege? Howr can the living objectives 
stated in the preamble to the. consti­ 
tution be so instilled into f%em that 
they will consciously strive to real­ 
ize them? 
“These are to me among the most 
vital of our educational 
problems.! 
National 
development 
depends 
on 
their successful solution. 
They can 
be progressively solved if 
America 
determines to do it. Education week

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 17.—Losses 


of natural gas and oil, through flood­ 
ing, seepage, waste and negligence in 
the various fields 
in 
the 
United 
States have been enormous, accord­ 
ing to statem ents of the Interior De­ 
partment based upon a recent survey 
by the bureau of mines. 
While the oil and gas industry has 
progressed steadily 
and 
has 
been 
practically revolutionized during the 
64 years of its existance, losses have 
run into untold millions of feet of 
gas and gallons of oil fuel. Flooding 
of oil sands by w ater have Irrepar­ 
ably damaged entire oil and gas 
fields the water tapping underground 
oil that probably never will be re­ 
covered. 
W ater in an oil well so in­ 
creases lifting costs that many wells 
are abandoned before the normal re­ 
covery of oil and gas is obtained. 
Corrosive waters attack casing and 
eventually eat holes in it. Operators 
in the Kansas Eldorado field alone 
expend thousands of dollars annually 
replacing casing, tubing, sucker rods 
and other equipment so destroyed. 
Although 
“blow-outs” 
and 
“wild 
wells” were formerly the 
greatest 
factorsln the loss, modern equipment 
has made it easier to muzzle the un­ 
checked flows. 
The old practice of 
allowing “gushers” to waste oil and 
gas unchecked until the force either 
was stopped by cave-ins or decreased 
an 
appreciable 
amount, has 
been 
dbne away with, but not before mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of the natural 
resources were lost. 
In the early 
days of the Cushing Field in Okla­ 
homa. in 1912 and 1913, it is esti­ 
mated 100,000,000 feet of gas were 
wasted da^ly. 
Large flowing 
wells 
which produced 
from 
1,000,000 to 
10,000,000 cubic feet 
of 
gas 
daily 
were allowed to flow', the operators 
only gathering the oil. 
Until recent­ 
ly no use was made of gas produced 
in the Salt Creek field of Wyoming 
and the daily loss was estimated at 
42,500,000 cubic feet. 
In 1912 the total amount of gas 
consumed throughout 
the 
country 
w’as 662,052,000,000 cubic feet, while 
the loss of casing-head gas alone was 
estimated at 141,000,000,000 feet in 
that year. 
It seems probable that 
from one-third to one-half of all the 
gas produced is wasted, the bureaus 
study showed. 
Production of gasoline from natur­ 
al gas was started in 1904 and while 
the amount recovered has increased 
by leaps and bounds yearly, it was 
estimated that since that year at 
least 2,500,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
have been wasted, 
or 
twice 
the 
amount recovered. 
More than 25,- 
000,000 gallons of gasoline must have 
been lost in the Hewitt 
field, 
in 
Oklahoma, alone, during this time. 
From 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 gallons 
were lost in the Eldorado field. 
Emulsions with w ater 
cause 
an­ 
other great loss. Engineers estimate 
the production of “cut” oil in the 
Mid-Continent and Gulf Coast fields 
in 1920and 1921 at about *00,000,000 
barrels, while bali of this was lost 
at an estimated waste of $100,000,000.
